“Contrary to legend. Lincoln was anything but a com­ 
mon man,” Oates said. Instead, he was an ambitious 
lawyer who preferred not to discuss his log cabin 
childhood and disparaged his nearly illiterate father, re­ 
fusing to attend the man's funeral 
The professor said that by middle age. Lincoln was 
considered a wealthy man with large investments ih 
finance ahd real estate. 
His acquaintances called him "Mr. Lincoln, 
Oates 
said No one dared call him "Abe * to his face. 


"He loathed the nickname It did not befit a respected 
professional who had struggled hard to overcome the 
limitations of his frontier background” 
Oates said another mistaken notion is that Lincoln s 
speechmaking consisted of simple, often humorous state­ 
ments offered in deep, rich tones In reality, he said, Lin­ 
coln had a shrill, high-pitched voice and was much more 
effective delivering elaborate orations than off-the-cuff 
quips and anecdotes. 
Lincoln, he said, ought to be seen as an intense, 
brooding man, a cautious politician who took a long time 
to declare publicly that slavery was wrong 
The professor said Lincoln personally disliked slavery 


but that as a politician from Southern-oriented Illinois he 
kept those views to himself for years. When campaign 
opponent Stephen Douglas accused him of favoring racial 
intermarriage, Lincoln emphatically denied he believed 
in social equality for blacks but was only trying to defend 
their rights to life, liberty and a fair livelihood. 
Oates acknowledged there was one part of the Lincoln 
legend that stands up — his reputation for honesty. Even 
Lincoln's enemies conceded he was incorruptible 
Oates, a Texan who has written several books on Civil 
War subjects, said his research hasn t lessened his regard 
for Lincoln. 
"It's easier to love a flawed hero than a saint,' he said.

NEW YORK (AP) - The New 
York Times today quoted govern­ 
ment and industry sources as saying 
that at least two top officials of 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp 
are ex 
pec ted to resign “ very soon" 
because of the foreign plane sales 
bribe scandal 
The newspaper said Lockheed 
chairman Daniel Haughton and 
probably also A. C. Kotchian. vice 
chairman and president, would step 
down to stem the furor over millions 
of dollars in bribes paid to secure 
plane sales abroad 
Industry experts said the dis­ 
closures could threaten the com­ 
pany’s existence unless there were a 
prompt housecleaning, the Times 
said It quoted its sources as saying 
the resignations would come within 
days or weeks at most. 
Lockheed officials in Los Angeles 


refused comment on the report, but a 
spokesman said both Haughton, 64 
and Kotchian, 61, are eligible for full 
retirement now Neither Haughton 
nor Kotchian was available for com­ 
ment. 
Last year Lockheed management 
admitted spending at least $22 
million in bribes and other types of 
payments overseas but the names of 
the recipients did not begin to come 
out until last week 
On Wednesday, the Times quoted 
Japanese officials as saying that dis­ 
closure of $12.8 million in payments 
on contracts with that country had 
cost Lockheed a $1 3-billion order for 
new antisubmarine planes 
In a meeting wih Times editors 
and reporters in Washington, the 
Federal Reserve Board chairman, 
Arthur F. Bums, said that paying 
bribes overseas should be made a 
crime in this country

Supervisor James A, Hayes, at­ 
tending a meeting in New Orleans,

Although he recently indicated he 
supports the idea of a county chief 
e x e c u t i v e ,

Schabarum said he wanted to wait 
until the proposals are put into a

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Chavez plans boycott 
against growers who 
opposed labor board 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Cesar Chavez, angered by 
growers who succeeded in cutting off money to Califor­ 
nia's farm labor board, says his United Farm Worker un­ 
ion will “ pin them to the wall” with a new boycott. 
He said Wednesday the UFW Workers plan a worldwide 
consumer boycott against Sunmaid raisins, Sunsweet 
prunes and dried fruit, and eight major grape and tree 
fruit growers in the Fresno area. 
The UFW’s campaign to revive the state’s landmark 
farm labor law will also include election pressure on rural 
legislators and a possible attempt to take the issue to the 
voters, Chavez said. 
He credited the UFW's boycotts of grapes, lettuce and 
Gallo wines with pressuring growers into accepting the 
law in the first place, and told reporters, “ We’ll beat 
them again.” 
The farm labor leader said the boycott would be aimed 
at growers who led the fight against a $3 8-million appro­ 
priation to keep the farm labor board alive through June. 
The board, which enforces the California's five-month- 
old secret-ballot elections law for farm workers, shut its 
doors last week after the legislature refused to approve 
the money. 
Republicans and farm-belt Democrats, accusing the 
farm board of a pro-UFW bias, blocked the appropriation 
after Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. refused their demands for 
changes in the law. 
The demands include severe restrictions on the right of 
union organizers to enter growers' property and on the 


right of the state board to intervene in contract talks 
Chavez, whose union has won a majority of elections in 
the law’s first five months, said the growers “ went com­ 
pletely back on their agreement” with the UFW, the rival 
Teamsters and Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. last summer 
Chavez also said Brown should appoint a Mexican- 
American to a vacant seat on the five-member board Joe 
Ortega, the only Mexican-American member, has 
resigned and is facing a child molesting charge 
“ That s our seat — it’s got to be a Chicano. 
Chavez 
said. 
The boycott announcement was greeted with astonish­ 
ment by Frank Light, president of the Sunmaid 
cooperative that markets raisins for 2,000 Central C alifor- 
nia growers 
“ Sunmaid has never been involved with the UFW, 
doesn't employ any farm workers, and has never had a 
company position on any of this,” he said in an interview. 
But UFW spokesman Marc Grossman said Sunmaid 
“ has to take a great deal of responsibility for their 
members who use their label.” He said many of those 
growers were influential in blocking the appropriation. 
Sunsweet treasurer Homer Brown said his company 
would have no comment. 
If lawmakers continue to hold up the money, Chavez 
said, the UFW will try to put an initiative on the 
November state ballot re-enacting the farm labor law. 
“ We think it would get at least 60 per cent of the vote," 
he said. 


Ages 12 to 17 
Bay reports says a third of 
young enjoy drinking bouts 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - One 
third of San Francisco youngsters 
between 12 and 17 years old “ enjoy 
getting drunk once in a while,” a 
study of this hard-drinking town 
reveals. 
The report said nearly 20 per cent 
of the boys in this age group and 13 
per cent of the girls said they have as 
many as four drinks a day on occa­ 
sion. A similar number of youths ex­ 
hibit signs of compulsive drinking. 
It warned that if these youngsters 
“ continue their drinking habits into 
their adult life, the incidence of 
alcoholism and of alcohol-related 
crime and delinquency will be bound 
to increase in San Francisco in the 
near future.” 
The study released Wednesday was 


prepared for the city's Bureau of 
Alcoholism by a University of 
California at Berkeley public health 
team headed by Donald Cahalan and 
Beatrice Treiman 
“ I was surprised and horrified 
about the kids,” Cahalan said in an 
interview “ I was especially shocked 
aobut the girls. Some of them 14 and 
over seem to enjoy getting drunk as 
much as the boys. In past studies 
girls seemed to drink less, but 
they're catching up ” 
The report showed that nearly 60 
per cent of Ban Franciscans between 
the ages of 18 and 59 drink at least 
once a week, compared with 44 per 
cent statewide Comparative figures 
fo r oth er m a jo r C a lifo rn ia 
m etropolitan a re a s w ere not 


available 
Cahalan said the rate for at least 
one drink a week was 74 per cent in 
suburban Marin County. but the up­ 
per class residents of that area are 
better at hiding or coping with their 
drinking. 
“ In the city people bump into each 
other more, there are more bars and 
there are more opportunies for a 
clash between individuals,” said 
Cahalan. 
He said San Francisco's drinking 
rate is “ about on a par” with the 
cities of New York and Chicago, but 
that the city by the bay does tend to 
attract more skid row types because 
“ it’s a damn good drinking town 
You won t freeze to death if you fall 
into the gutter to sleep it off.”

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A mood ring that tests 
your tension? 


Do the currently popular mood rings have a role In the 
study of contemporary psychology? 
Ken Freedlander of Pomona, a senior at Claremont 
Men’s College, is conducting research on the rings in his 
senior experimental class, under the direction of as­ 
sociate professor of psychology Harvey Wlchman. 
Freedlander said that, as a btofeedback device, there’s 
a possibility the ring could become a kind of “ poor-man’s 
thermometer" for measuring hand temperatures 
Mood rings, made of liquid crystals, change color as a 
consequence of the changing temperatures of the hand 
Wichman. in explaining the reasoning behind 
Freedlander’s research, said that hand temperatures are 
monitored in biofeedback studies because they reflect the 
patient’s emotional status. 
“ The part of the nervous system that controls 
emotion.” Wichman said, “ also controls blood flow to the 
fingers and causes temperature change. When patients 
become tense or anxious, the blood flow is constricted and 
hands become cool. When they relax, the hand is warmed 
by an increased blood flow ’’ 
Wichman said that the rings, as devices for monitoring 
blood flow and skin temperatures, would considerably 
reduce cost and problems of instrumentation. 
Freedlander’s tests have demonstrated that the rings 
are accurate in their measurements, but he said that they 
may operate in a range that is too constricted, as hand 
temperatures are currently measured by electric ther­ 
mometers that show temperature changes to one-tenth of 
a degree. 
He is beginning another series of tests on a different 
liquid crystal device, which is a three-inch plastic strip. 
The strip, in addition to implementing color change, has 
increments of temperature linearly displayed on the tape.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The 
jury in Patricia Hearst's trial will 
hear the taped voice of Miss Hearst 
boast that she took part in a bank 
robbery and then probably hear her 
—• in person — repeat her dramatic 
story of being forced into the holdup 
Miss Hearst’s defense lost a battle 
Wednesday to prevent the playing of 
a taped communique in which the 
newspaper heiress, using her un­ 
derground name “ Tania,” said she 
willingly joined her terrorist kid­ 
napers in the April 15, 1974, robbery 
with which she is charged. 
U.S. District Court Judge Oliver J. 
Carter ruled that Miss H earst's 
taped statement was made “ volun­ 
tarily” and that the proaecutor could 
use the tape and the testimony of a 
Los Angeles teen-ager who said the 
Miss Hearst and two others held him 
hostage in May 1974. 
Carter's ruling all but assured that 
the defendant will take the stand in 
her own defense and recount for the 
jury the story she has told out of its 
presence in the past two days, her 
version of life with her Symbionese 
Liberation Army kidnapers. 
The prosecution in the case could 
wind up its case this week. U.S. Atty. 
Jam es L. Browning Jr. said after 
Wednesday's court session that he 
has, In addition to playing the tape, 
“ five or six more witnesses” to call. 
They will testify on technical mat­ 
ters, detailing such things as the 
seizu re of eviden ce and M iss 
Hearst's arrest last Sept. 18, he said.

Bailey acknowledged outside court 
that introduction of the tape would 
“ sharply increase” the likelihood 
that he will ask Misa Hearst to 
repeat for the jury the story she told 
to the judge — and the world — on 
Tuesday. 
She testified that she lived in cons­ 
tant fear of being killed by the SLA if 
she did not cooperate from the time 
she was kidnaped on Feb. 4, 1974, un­ 
til shortly after her capture in San 
Francisco. 


Shephard said he later saw a 
woman who fitted the description of 
M iss H earst walk toward him 
holding a weapon across her chest 
During cross-examination. Bailey 
attempted to destroy Shephard’s 
credibility as a witness by alluding to 
Shephard telling police that the 
figure was 6 feet tall. 
The 5-foot-3 Miss Hearst stood at 
Bailey's request, but Shephard con­ 
tended he saw the person from the 
bottom of a hill and. from his direc­ 
tion, a short person would look taller. 
He never identified Miss Hearst with 
certainty. 
Thomas Dean Matthews, a 19- 
year-old college student, testified 
that the Harrises and Miss Hearst 
took him hostage and used his van as 
part of their getaway. 
Smiling frequently and brushing 
hair from his eyes, the casually clad 
youth told of his night-long ride 
through the streets of Los Angeles 
with benevolent captors He admit­ 
ted a fondness for the Harrises and 
Miss Hearst “ because they were all 
so nice ” 
He conceded that he deliberately 
withheld knowledge of Miss Hearst 
from the Inglewood police when they 
questioned him the morning of his 
release, but relented a day later and 
told the full story at the prodding of 
his father. 
M iss H earst, he said, deftly 
handled weapons in front of him, 
freely told how she joined the SLA 
and boasted of her role in the rob­ 
bery. 
She was constantly asking him if 
he was eointortabie in the back of the 
van and patted him on the head 
several times, he said. 
The youth's testimony prompted a 
good-natured, almost mirthful cross- 
examination by Bailey. 
Matthews conceded he was “ more 
excited than scared” and made no 
attempt to escape. 
“ You considered yourself for­ 
tunate to be there?” asked Bailey. 
“ Yes,” replied Matthews 
He said they offered him food and 
Harris tried to pay him for the gas­ 
oline they used. 
“ In fact, you thought they were 
some of the nicest people you ever 


m et?" asked Bailey, with a broad 
smile and the courtroom erupting in 
laughter. 
"Close to It,” shot back the affable 
Matthews. Even Miss Hearst smiled 
Bailey had argued heatedly‘3or 
Carter to refuse to let the jury hear a 
tape that Miss Hearst claims she 
made under threat of death. In it,«he 
introduced herself as the revolu­ 
tionary "Tam a” and said she freely 
entered the bank with the SLA. 
The defendant has renounced all 
her taped communiques as SCa - 
ordered propaganda and she has 
portrayed the Harrises as vicious 
tormentors who held her in fear after 
six other SLA members were kiUed 
in a shootout with Los Angelegjjo- 
lice in May 1974. 
“ If the court is willing to let a kid­ 
nap victim's statement that was to 
the benefit of her captors to be 
evidence and have the m ajesty of the 
federal court put a stamp of approval 
on this, it would be outrageous. 
Bailey said. 
"She should not be convicted on 
statements forced from her," he ad­ 
ded 
He argued that admission o( the 
tap es would encourage m ore 
politically motivated kidnapings* „ 
Browning methodically outHhed 
the times he contended Miss Heerst 
could have escaped, including two 
crosscountry trips and when she was 
living in a house separate from other 
SLA members shortly before her 
arrest.

Former Mafia enforcer 'gets it' 


Had new 
identity; 
gangland 
slaying?

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The 
quiet but uneasy life of a "known 
Mafia killer,” living under a new 
identity granted by a government 
grateful for his testimony, has been 
cut short in a gang land-style shot­ 
gun slaying. 
Joe "The Baron" Barboza, 42, was 
killed by a burst of shotgun blasts 
fired from a passing white van 
Wednesday while preparing to enter 
his car, said police Lt. Charles Ellis. 
Barboza. who was leaving a 
friend's home, died on the spot. His 
killers escaped 
Barboza was a former "enforcer" 
who admitted committing a number 
of murders for organized crime His 


testimony in 1968 helped send New 
England crim e boss Raymond 
Patriarca to prison on charges stem­ 
ming from gambling and murder 
conspiracy. It was reported last 
November that there was a $250,000 
contract out for Barboza s death. 


Ted Sharliss. a friend Barboza had 
visited and had lunched with, told 
police he found the victim propped 
against the driver s side of his light 
blue Thunderbird. blood gushing 
from his right side, after hearing a 
volley of gunshots. He said Barboza 
had left to pick up a drug prescrip­ 
tion 


Witnesses said that as Barboza 
placed his keys in the lock of his car, 
a white van approached A burst of 


shots then rang out. cutting Barboza 
down. 
"He was gunned down in what ap­ 
pears to have been a gangland 
slaying." Ellis said "It definitely 
seem s like an execution-type 
killing ’ 
Barboza, wearing a sport jacket 
and slacks, was carrying a hand gun 
and $300. the coroner said 
After Barboza testified against the 
New England crime boss hie took the 
first of three identities and moved to 
Santa Rosa in Sonoma County. Calif, 
as Joseph Bentley. 
He was arrested under that iden­ 
tity there, however, and convicted of 
second-degree murder in 1971 He 
had served nearly four years of a five 
years-to-life sentence in state prison 


when released last Oct. 30 
Barboza then took up residence 
somewhere in the San Francisco Bay 
area, still under the name Bentley, 
but he was apparently discovered 
when known organized crime figures 
visited the area. 
His identity was made public in 
newpaper articles, and again he dis­ 
appeared. only to reemerge in San 
Francisco under the name Joseph 
Donati. sources say He used that 
identity often and moved into a $250- 
a-month apartment with Maggie 
Delfel, 32. under her surname as her 
husband 
The couple reportedly lived an un­ 
easy but quiet life in their apart­ 
ment. making casual aquaintancesof 
residents but no close friends

Lt Robert Tenna of the Bernalillo 
Countv sheriff’s office said Wednes­ 
day night that it still wasn't clear 
whai had set off the Wednesday 
morning shootings He said two wit­ 
nesses have made statements con­ 
cerning the incident 
The dead were John A Schulz, 40. 
of Albuquerque and William F. 
Bowser. 41, of Arlington, Tex , who 
died several hours after the shooting 
Tenna said the dead men worked for 
Murray. 
Murray was treated at a hospital 


for gunshot wounds in the leg and 
face and released in the custody of 
police. 
Sgt Charles Dubois of the sheriff 's 
office said deputies and an am­ 
bulance were sent to Murray’s 
business in Albuquerque's south 
valley after gunshots were reported 
"We just pulled up with the am­ 


bulance and then both of us came un­ 
der fire,” he said "We didn t know 
what was going on We just had a call 
about a shooting there.”

Little chance 
Ford can have 
Medicare plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Chances 
are good that Congress will approve 
a catastrophic illness insurance plan 
for the aged, but there is little sup­ 
port for the rest of President Ford's 
recommendations for revising the 
Medicare program, the head of a 
House health panel says 
"There's no enthusiasm for the 
President s program at all,” Rep 
Dan Roatenkowski. D-Ill., chairman 
of the House ways and means health 
subcommittee, said Wednesday 
Roatenkowski said the possi­ 
bilities are good that Congress will 
approve Ford's plan for a ceiling on 
how much the elderly should pay for 
out-of-pocket medical expenses un 
der Medicare But he said other por 
tions of Ford's proposal "are in dire 
trouble." 


Under Ford's proposals. Medicare 
patients for the first time would be 
required to pay 10 per cent of their 
hospital bills in addition to paying 
$104 for the first day of care as they 
do now They would also have bo pay 
a larger share of the supplemental 
program that pays for care outside 
the hospital — $77 instead of $60 ss at 
present 
But Ford's package would provide 
for catastrophic illness aid that 
would take over payments after a 
patients hospital bills hit $500 and 
his doctor bills $250 Medicare now 
pays $26 a day for the 61st to the 90th 
day of care and $52 a day for the next 
60 days of coverage 
David Mathews, secretary of 


health, education and welfare, told 
the subcommittee the cost of Ford s 
plan for catastrophic illness aid 
would be about $14 billion a year 
Rostenkowski said he thought it 
could be closer to $1 billion or less. 
Mathews, maintaining that Ford s 
Medicare changes should be con­ 
sidered as a whole, said if Congress 
accepts only the catastrophic-illness 
provision it must then decide how to 
pay for it. 
Rostenkowski suggested that 
general tax revenue could be used 
for catastrophic-illness insurance 
under Medicare, but Mathews 
argued that Medicare "is a medical 
insurance program ... designed to 
protect beneficiaries against acute 
illness costs 
Medicare is not a 
custodial care program nor is it a 
welfare program.” 
Former Social Security Com­ 
missioner Robert Ball urged passage 
of the catastrophic coverage but said 
Ford's other proposals * seem to me 
unsound and unwise, and together 
constitute a major decrease in the 
protection which Medicare ben­ 
eficiaries now enjoy.” 
Mathews said Ford is concerned 
that Medicare has failed to provide 
the elderly with protection against 
catastrophic illness costs and about 
weaknesses of Medicare such as 
"the serious effects that health care 
cost inflation is having on the 
program, and the lack of incentives 
to e n c o u ra ge e ffi ci en t and 
economical use of hospital and 
medical services ”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
«rnvornment said today it wiii add 
2.000 more miles of track at a cost of 
millions of dollars to the new rail 
system which consolidates seven 
financially-ailing Northeastern and 
Midwestern railroads 
The U S. Railway Association said 
the system, known as ConRaii. now 
will extend 17,000 miles The an­ 
nouncement followed disclosure that 
two profitable railroads in the region 
had been unable to complete neces­ 
sary agreements to purchase 2.000 
miles of track now owned by the 
seven carriers 
USRA said the system now 
probably will have a greater chance 
of turning a profit, but will not 
provide as much rail competition as 
would been achieved under USRA s 
original plan without the additional 
2.000 miles 
The theory behind the proposed 
sale of 2,000 miles of track to the 
Southern Railway and the Cheasie 
System was that it would strengthen 
the two railroads and make them 
strong competitors to ConRaii, the 
quasi-governmenta! railroad made 
up of parts of the seven railroads 
As a condition of buying the track, 
the Southern and Chessie System 
were required to reach new labor 
c o n t r a c t s with r a i l uni ons 
representing employes on the seven 
carriers by midnight Wednesday 


However, there were no new 
agreements by the deadline and talks 
were broken off early today. It was 
not known what stymied the negotia­ 
tions, although there were reports 
that work-rule changes were the 
basis of the impasse 
USRA President Jam es Hagen 
said the so-called "big ConHail” 
structure "offers greater potential 
to rationalize plant and facilities, in­ 
crease operational efficiency and 
minimize 
government 
financing" 
than would the smaller ConKail orig 
inally proposed.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Lee J. Cobb, a character 
actor whose roles ranged 
from a pathetic traveling 
salesman in the classic 
American drama, ‘'Death 
of a Salesman," to the 
strong-minded 
Judge 
Garth of television’s ‘“Hie 
Virginian," is dead at age 
64 
An apparent heart attack 
claimed the burly, gray­ 
haired actor's life Wednes­ 
day at bis suburban 
Woodland Hills home, a 
coroner’s spokesman said. 
Bom Leo Jacoby on Dec 
8, 1911, in New York’s 
Lower East Side, Cobb ran 
away to Hollywood at age 
17. He acted and directed 
at the Pasadena Playhouse 
in 1931 then returned to 
New York and joined the 
Group Theater, where he 
appeared in several plays 
by Clifford Odets and other 
writers of the Depression 
era. 
Cobb went to school in 
New York and majored in 
aeronautical engineering. 
He took up flying and 
enlisted in the Air Force 
during World War II. 
His film credits span two 


generations, 
beginning 
primarily after the war 
with “ Captain from 
Castille," *‘Northside 777, 
"Anna and the King of 
Siam" and “ Sirocco" with 
Humphrey Bogart. 
When Cobb portrayed the 
weary Willy Loman in 
Arthur Miller’s classic 1949 
story of lost self-respect, 
the playwright himself 
declared. "Lee is the 
greatest dramatic actor I 
ever saw." He repeated 
the role on television in 
1966, but when the play 
first opened in New York it 
was hailed as a high point 
in American theater. 
In the 50s he survived a 
"red-baiting” investiga­ 
tion of the entertainment 
community and starred 
with Marlon Brando in the 
motion picture “ On the 
Waterfront.” 
He admitted joining the 
Communist party in the 
early ’40s and during 
testimony before the 
House Un-Am erican 
Activities Committee in 
1953 supplied names of 
acquaintances he said he 
knew to be members of the 
party. After the scandal 


work was scarce, and a 
massive heart attack 
further exhausted his 
funds. Singer Frank 
Sinatra helped him pay his 
bills. 
“ John Garfield (another 
film actor i died because of 
the treatment he got" dur­ 
ing anti-Com m unist 
blacklisting that pervaded 
the industry after the 
HUAC hearings, Cobb said 
in an interview years later 
“ I almost died. My per­ 
sonal life was shattered." 
In the 60s he costarred 
with Paul Newman in "Ex ­ 
odus." He portrayed a 
police detective in “ The 
Exorcist."

CAB pricing plan offers 
low-cost charter flights 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Civil Aeronautics 
Board is proposing a new 
system of charter air pric­ 
ing it says will bring low 
cost air travel to thousands 
who cannot afford regular 
air fares. 


To take advantage of the 
proposed new “ advance 
booking ch arters.’’ a 
traveler would have to 
purchase a round trip 
ticket from a travel agent 
or tour operator 30 days 
before a domestic flight 
and 60 days in advance of 
certain overseas flights, 
the CAB said. 


Most charters offer 
reduced fares to persons 
traveling as part of a group 
and include ground tran­ 
sportation 
and 
a c ­ 
commodations. The new 
charter system would in­ 
clude only air transporta­ 
tion, but tour operators 
would be allowed to offer 
accommodations as well. 
There would be no 
minimum fare level. Th** 
fare would be fixed in ad­ 
vance and would not fluc­ 
tuate depending on the 
number erf passengers tak­ 
ing the trip, the CAB said 
Wednesday. There would 


be no requirement that the 
passenger belong to a 
group chartering the plane. 
The CAB proposed that 
both scheduled airlines and 
charter operators be 
allowed to offer the flights. 
The agency suggested that 
experimental fares be used 
for a five-year period ten­ 
tatively set to run through 


March 31. 1981 
The board gave no exam­ 
ples of price levels under 
the proposal, but said, “ In 
the form proposed by the 
board, round trip air tran­ 
sportation could become 
more readily available to 
thousands of Americans 
who otherwise could not af­ 
ford to travel by air.**

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Marijuana may help 
in fighting disease 
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WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
government says marijuana still 
cannot be given a "clean bill of 
health,” but new research indicates 
the drug may be useful in treating 
glaucom a, cancer and asthm a 
patients. 
The fifth annual “ Marijuana and 
H e alth ’ ’ report to C o n gress, 
prepared by the National Institute on 
Drug Abuse, says pot smoking 
“ poses significant hazards 
for 
drivers, pilots and factory workers if 
their psychomotor performance is 
impaired. 
The report said marijuana has 
demonstrated value in reducing in­ 
ternal eye pressure in glaucoma 
patients, easing vomiting in cancer 
patients taking chemotherapy and 
dilating lung passages in asthmatics. 
Eventual medical applications are 
likely to use synthetic compounds, 
however, and some problems are 
anticipated because chronic users 
appear to develop a tolerance to 
marijuana, it said. 
The report said. “ The increasing 
simultaneous use of both alcohol and 
marijuana by drivers poses a threat 
that may well exceed that of either 
substance alone.” It added that 
“ discouragement of such use ap­ 
pears justified," 
The report said a simple roadside 
test for marijuana intoxication may 
soon be available. One test likely to 
become workable utilizes breath 
samples in a manner similar to al­ 
cohol breath tests. 
Institute director Robert DuPont 
said the report does not answer all 
questions surrounding marijuana but 
does point to new medical research 
leads. 
“ This report does not give 
marijuana a clean bill of health as 
some would hope,” he wrote. “ Nor 


does it support the fear and 
irrationality that still characterize 
some of the public debate....” 
Research conducted since last 
year’s report failed to support con­ 
cerns that chronic marijuana use 
leads to genetic damage, lower fer­ 
tility rates or more serious im­ 
potence problems, the report said 
Marijuana is very low in bio­ 
logical toxicity, according to the 
report, and in fact “ it is questionable 
whether any deaths can be directly 
attributed to an overdose of 
marijuana or hashish 
Pot increases the heart rate and 
decreases the amount of exercise 
patients with heart disease can per­ 
form before they feel pain, the 
report said, and smoking by heart 
patients “ appears to be unwise.” 
E arlier tests suggesting that 
m arijuana results in improved 
pulmonary function, which could be 
a medical plus, have been tempered 
by new findings that chronic use im­ 
pairs pulmonary function, it said. 
The report said marijuana use is 
continuing to increase in the United 
States but remains concentrated in 
the 18 to 25 age group. Males are 
twice as likely as females to be pot 
smokers, it said, with usage highest 
in cities and in the West. 
The National Institute on Drug 
Abuse, which wrote the report, is 
now involved in a flap over a “ sex 
and pot” study it is supporting at 
Southern 
Illinois University 
The 
Justice Department has asked the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare to review the merits of 
the study, which would involve giv­ 
ing m arijuan a to adult m ale 
volunteers and measuring their sex­ 
ual respon se to pornographic 
movies.

RTD doubling mileage of S.D. runs

San Dimas residents will enjoy 
nearly double the annual bus miles 
now offered within the city limits 
with five new regional and local 
routes to be im plem ented by 
Southern California Rapid Transit 
District on April U. 
Steve Parry, project director of 
the RTD San Gabriel Valley im­ 
provement plan, and A1 Reyes, com­ 
munity relations director, detailed 
the San Dimas bus service improve­ 
ments to four city councilman during 
an early morning meeting Wednes­ 
day 
Mayor Jim Lough and Councilmen 


Keith Brogan. James McLean and 
Ray Miracle listened attentively to 
the explanation of the transit picture 
for this bedroom community, but of­ 
fered few comments. 
Councilman Marvin Ersher. a doc­ 
tor, could not be present 
Reyes told councilmen that there 
has been a “clamor for improvement 
throughout the (rapid transit) dis­ 
trict and we have taken each area by 
area. Within two years, these im­ 
provements will be completed.” 
Both the San Gabriel and Pomona 
valleys, said Parry, are examples of 
“urban sprawl” with people living in 
the suburbs, but still relying upon 
jobs in Los Angeles and surrounding 


metropolitan areas. With this in 
mind, RTD examined ridership and 
attitudes of the riders, travel time, 
routes ami expectations. 
The result for San Dimas is a 
system of regional and local tran­ 
sportation with more routes and less 
walking distance to the bus stops, 
improved frequency of service and a 
flat fare program The system boosts 
the current annual miles of RTD 
buses in San Dimas from 48,000 to 
89,000, an 85 per cent increase in ser­ 
vice. 
Fifty buses in total will be added 
for im plem entation of the San 
Gabriel improvement plan.

At four score and seven years at the time he 
spoke, the still-young nation was confronting the 
greatest challenge to its existence with the issue by 
no means certain. 
It is in great part thanks to him that it now counts 
20 score. 
Abraham Lincoln thus has a particular relevance 
to this Bicentennial year. Possibly the Union would 
have survived without him. Possibly, without his 
election to the presidency to precipitate the break, 
it would never have come to warfare of brother 
against brother. 
Possibly. History, however, is not compounded of 
possibilities. It is a record of actualities. 
And the actuality of Lincoln is that faced with a 
nation divided against itself, he prevented it from 
destroying itself. 
He was a president of paradoxes. He sought to 
preserve the Union, but his rise to power divided it. 
A man of peace, he presided over the greatest war 
his people had waged to that time. A man of great 
public warmth, his was an inner life of loneliness. 
All of this, of course, contributes to his greatness 
in our yes. For we recognize in him a tragic hero of 
our age. 
But there is more to Lincoln’s meaning for us to- 
day.

Boxing club 
needs a home 


A youth club which for 10 years has done a 
tremendous amount of good in the community is 
, about to find itself in the street 
. Jit is the Pomona Athletic League, until June* of 
1074 known as the Sacred Heart Athletic Club. 
March 5 is the absolute and final deadline 
/Pomona school board has given the league to va­ 
cate the district s warehouse situated behind the 
Education Center, which it has occupied since May 
25, 1971. 
In the 10 years the club has been in existence it 
has moved six times. 
League director Tony Cerda, who started the club 
in 1905, is soliciting tax-deductible contributions 
from the community to help pay rent on a new loca­ 
tion. 
He needs a place large enough to house a boxing 
ring and provide room lor between 70 and 80 kids to 
congregate, 
Cerda and six other adults who volunteer as train­ 
ers get up at 4 a.m. to run with young boxers they 
have in training. Every day after school and on 
weekends and holidays they’re at their gym. At the 
B E T A. Center on W. Grand Avenue they counsel 
their boys. 
' “If they could relocate, Cerda says, they could 
“get it all together” under one roof and improve the 
whole program 


They’re attempting to raise money to rent a 
building by selling ads in a program they’re putting 
out for a boxing match they will sponsor March 1 in 
the girls gym at Cal Poly. 
But they need more than that. 


,lt seems to us that in a city the size of Pomona, 
I; which traditionally has supported activities for its 
youth, there should be a vacant buiiding suitable for 
•. club use which could be made available to the boys 
; 
Participation in league activity is open to boys of 
all races and currently members range in age from 
4 to 30 
As Cerda says, it gives boys a way to construc­ 
tively channel their energy. 
When a boy gains a little skill in boxing, learns to 
defend himself, he doesn’t go around looking for 
trouble, he doesn’t have to prove himself, Cerda 
claims. He can achieve and gain recognition and 
reward through sports 
Once a boy does develop skill he develops self 
confidence and he does better in everything.

Some of these illegal signs have 
been placed on private property,

I use the word il­ 
legal because the Chino city 
engineering department, used this 
word in describing these signs to me. 
However. Chino city engineering 
has its own problems with traffic in­ 
formation signs. On Central Avenue

Yearly tax ordeal 


WASHINGTON — Few most of us, 
the annual ordeal of wrestling with 
our income tax returns is upon us. It 
is all the more odious because it in­ 
volves participation in a continuing 
scandal 
To call it an ordeal requires little 
substantiation; it is enough merely 
to cite common knowledge Millions 
give up deductions they are entitled 
to so they can use the short form and 
escape the annual headache Two out 
of five taxpayers turn to so-called ex­ 
perts 


But millions more will struggle 
through the days of toil and nights of 
anguish In rendering unto Caesar, 
they must give an a(*countmg of the 
minutest details of their lives Dur­ 
ing this season, then, Americans 
experience the sense of foreboding 
that marks not the free citizens but 
the subjects of an omnipotent and 
capricious state 


But the tax law is also a scandal 
which has turned taxpayers Irom the 
simple areepted duty it ow e was to 
the resisted contest at skulduggery it 
is today. 
Because of its complexity, it is not 
just Joe Doaks who cannot under 
stand his tax return. Once we get be­ 
yond the elemental, even the Inter­ 
nal Revenue official is not likely to 
understand it. 
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A few years ago, an Atlanta tax­ 
payer, to prove a point, called at five 
different IKS offices around the 
country, presented the same set of 
facts and asked lor a computation of 
bis tax. He got five different 
answers, some varying from others 
by hundreds of dollars. 


Such absurdities occur not be­ 
cause Internal Revenue personnel 
are incompetent, but because Us* tax 
code is incomprehensible 
What 
mere human could assimilate 6,000 
pages of conflicting federal tax laws 
and regulations? And behind the 
complexity is the greater scandal 
that causes it The tax law is a mess 
not because the law makers wanted 
it to be complicated but because 
they wanted it to be a vehicle (or do­ 
ing hidden favors, a Trojan horse for 
financing programs that couldn't 
gain acceptance as open subsidies, a 
C hristm as tree on which the 
visionary s public concern was hung 
alongside the lobbyist s private swin­ 
dle 
The* average taxpayer got illusory 
deductions to be paid for in higher 
basic rates, while the rich and the 
calculating got away with token 
taxes or none at all by putting their 
money into real estate ventures, or 


oil or tax-exempt bonds, or exotic 
charities, or 101 other shelters. 
We have had access to secret tax 
filings by members of our wealthi­ 
est families, the Melions, the Rocke­ 
fellers, the Hunts and others Their 
returns have one thing in common. 
Each of the families has had mil­ 
lionaire members, who irom time to 
time, have paid no income tax at all. 
And almost all of them regularly pay 
only a fraction of the tax their in­ 
come would require were it not for 
loopholes 


Vice President Nelson Rocke­ 
feller, for example, paid no federal 
income tax in 1970 His brother. John 
D. Rockefeller III, pays a 10 per cent 
federal tax as a matter erf personal 
principle. Apparently, he can mani­ 
pulate his tax exemptions to produce 
whatever tax return he feels is 
appropriate Paul Mellon, worth a 
cool one billion dollars, is able to get 
away with a negligible income tax, 
as do other members of his tabu 
lousiy rich family And Texas oil mil 
bona ire Bunker Hunt has managed 
to Uve in luxury without paying any 
taxes at all in several years. 
We do not single them out of 
criticism They have made use of the 
law. and that is thetr right It is the 
process that is at fault, and it makes 
a chump out of the person who does 
not distort his affairs so as to benefit 
from every possible loophole 


Thus, more and more people 
neither understand nor respect the 
tax system. The IRS reports that 49 
per cent erf all returns now contain

The only way to avoid the total 
collapse of the tax system, we 
warned last year, was to wipe the 
slate clean of all personal tax prefer­ 
ences, deductions, credits and exclu­ 
sions from income while cutting 
basic tax rates for everyone 


If these deductions, which each 
year exclude from taxation more 
than $125 billion of income, were all 
eliminated, basic tax rates could be 
drastically cut without any loss of 
revenue, The home owners, who 
would lose their deductions for in­ 
terest on their mortgages, would 
recoup tram lower tax rates. 
No less than Treasury Secretary 
William Simon, a fiscal conser­ 
vative, now 'agrees with this radical 
solution. Under his plan, the tax 
would fall to around ten per cent at 
the low end and 35 per cent at the 
high end The poorest families would 
continue to pay no Income tax; tlx 
better-off fam ilies under four 
members, earning $15.900, would pay 
$1JQ0 The wealthy would he taxed 
at 35 per cent on their income over 
$50,000. 
Such a tax could be figured in two 
minutes even under the new math 
Everyone would pay a fair share. 


What about all the worthy endea­ 
vors that are now helped along by tax 
exemptions? We say let them apply 
tor outright subsidies That way, the 
handouts would be out in the open 
where we could get a look at them 
and where they could be reviewed 
each year 


Ail the special interest lobbies will 
be lining up against this proposal. 
Their game will be to scare the ig­ 
norant by warning them ot the 
deductions they will lose without 
mentioning what they will gam in 
lower tax rates, time saved and 
peace of mind — and what the 
itxintry will gain from halting out 
present dec Urn* into a nation erf 
conntvers ami cheats 
Footnote We tried unsuccessfully 
to get comments from the Rockefel­ 
lers, Melions and Hunts Associates 
contended tn their behalf that they 
donated iabulouk amount» to chart 
lies and took the legal tax exemp­ 
tions dus en tilled them to These 
donations could be deducted from 
their taxes Of course the average 
taxpayer cannot decide which causes 
he wishes to support at the govern­ 
ment s expense. 


We can’t blame it on Adam and Eve for, despite 
what some weary, frustrated home owners may 
think, the lawn mower wasn’t one of the original 
sins It only came into general use a little over 100 
years ago. 
But to many of us it is just another of civiliza­ 
tion's many tools that help make the business of liv­ 
ing the Impossible nightmare it has become today 
-And it isn’t only the work involved In pushing a 
lawnmower that makes it so obnoxious. To over­ 
come that problem, some blithering idiot added in­ 
sult to injury by adding power to the contraption. 
After that mankind was faced with the almost 
impossible task of getting the thing started. Many a 
sane and righteous individual has become a cursing, 
frothing maniac while attempting to perform that 
miracle. —I knew a fellow once, a respected com­ 
munity leader, a deacon in his church no less, who 
elected to cut his lawn one Sunday morning before 
the eleven o’clock service. 
When they found him some hours later drowning 
his sorrow at the local pub, he was in no condition to 
pass a collection plate — but for one brief, glorious 
interlude he was o'er all the ills of life victorious.

Dept, labors 
to little effect 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The situation within the 
Department of Labor makes clear one reason the Ford 
administration has not developed workable policies to 
deal with unemployment. 
The department s methods werg obsolete 30 years ago. 
They are worse today, complicated by infighting Its 
policymaking studies are dominated by men with an 
academic view of the workingman and his problems, and 
little practical experience or comprehension. 
When government approaches to unemployment have 
failed as miserably as has been the case, in the last 
several presidencies one would expect a serious search 
for new approaches, much in the same manner that 
military experts analyzed the last vigorous round of the 
Israeli Egyptian war to discover how new weapon 
developments had changed this type of fighting so 
drastically. 
But no. The Labor Department's research and develop­ 
ment program is small. It is spotty, fragmented, highly 
opinionated, divorced from reality — and almost com­ 
pletely ignored. 
One m ajor research division is dominated by 
economists from one school of thought. Economists in 
another shop look down their noses at what they consider 
the crude antiquated methods of their rivals. Still others 
scorn both schools. And all effectively bar experts other 
than economists from participation in their studies 
In one section there’s a passion for making models. 
From what this reporter can gather, therefore, it is 
probably just as well Uiat top management pays little at­ 
tention to the research studies For. by all accounts, as 
suggested above, they are designed for a political and 
economic world which does not exist and would be impos 
sible to institute short of an economic dictatorship 
The com plaint of some of the research ers, 
nevertheless, is that unenlightened supervisors are forc­ 
ing them to be overly concerned with practical issues 
As a result, the Labor Department doesn’t know what it 
is doing or where it’s headed. It continues with an aimless 
gathering of statistics of doubtful meaning and validity. It 
expands massive effort on studies of marginal use, heavi­ 
ly flavored with personal opinion. 
Major areas of grave importance to the workingman 
are effectively ignored, or covered so routinely as to be 
useless. 
The department gives little or no evidence, for exam­ 
ple, that it is concerned — or even acutely aware - that 
there are, by immigration service estimates, 10 million il­ 
legal aliens in this country, believed to be displacing a 
million Americans from $10 billion a year in wages and 
absorbing unestimated sums in welfare and social 
security payments 
There is little or no emphasis on the simple basics of 
getting and holding jobs. And studies in one section of the 
country and another report the widespread training of 
men and women for jobs which do not exist and for skills 
already in oversupply in the labor market, 
There's a negligible amount of work on what ap­ 
proaches the* government could take to encourage over 
the long run the economic conditions which would boost 
employment sufficiently year in and out to cut employ 
ment to bearable limits 
It is not enough that this be left to generalities 
published by the President’s Council of Economic Ad 
visers if not coordinated with an expansion of actual 
j«jbe. even successful training programs tend merely to 
replace one set of workers — the already trained — with a 
new set. Which leaves unemployment about where it wa»

DEAR DR MILLER: Problem Noise. Cause? Tinker, 
a four-month-old barking puppy, and Charlie, my shouting 
husband.Tinker starts by barking at any noise outside 
Charlie joins in by shouting at him to keep quiet And they 
both go round and round Is there any cure for this? - T. 
M 
DEAR T M : Alarm barking at unusual sounds or sight 
is norm al for a pup in a house or apartm ent. The best way 
to encourage appropriate SHORT barking sessions is. 
after the puppy barks a couple of tim es to QUIETLY call 
the anim al to you from different parts of the house When 
the pup responds, the owner should quietly praise it and 
then rem ain silent. Calling the dog to you from varying 
areas teaches it to seek you out after sounding the alarm 
Remaining quiet and in control when the pup reaches you 
encourages sim ilar behavior on its part. (When you're 
both shouting, it often becomes a contest.) Repeat this 
type of training until the pup autom atically seeks you out 
alter barking a couple of tim es, and then rem ains quiet 
without actually being com manded to. As with an train­ 
ing. the above process is m ore sim ple if the pup has not 
already established an undesirable barking pattern Even 
if it has, avoid. Shouting, physical punishment, or holding 
the pup’s mouth shut to prevent barking 
All these 
negative procedures tend to reinforce the undesirable 
behavior, not correct it.

UC can live within budget—Brown 
Cosell settles 
out of court

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. 
says the University of 
California can live within 
its budget without limiting 
enrollment If it will “wake 
up to realize that these are 
hard times.” 
The Democratic gover­ 
nor told a news conference 
Tuesday that the unlver 
sity should “take a look at” 
things such as persons who 
become career students 
and whether the normal 
workload of professors 
should be six hours of clas­ 


sroom teaching per week 
Brown didn't recom­ 
mend 
any 
specific 
changes, but said he thinks 
UC administrators “can 
utilize their resources 
more effectively. I think 
that the era of limits ap­ 
plies to the University of 
California." 
Brown proposed a 9.7 per 
cent increase in the UC 
budget next year, to $614 
million But most of that is 
for staff wage hikes. He 
made no allowance for an 
expected increase of 3.000 


students next fall. 
“We have to begin to cut 
back and make do with 
less, and I think the univer­ 
sity is one of the deeper 
pockets in the state budget 
that has to be looked at,” 
Brown said. 
“I think they have to 
wake up to realize that 
these are hard times. They 
don't have to limit their 
enrollments, ” he added 
He said the standard of 
six classroom hours per 
week for UC professors “is 
one of those sacrosanct 


relationships” that develop 
in universities, but that it 
still should be reviewed. 


is certainly something to 
wonder about ” 


And 
Browu added, 
“some students sit around 
there for seven or eight or 
nine years. They can speed 
that up. ” 
Brown, a graduate of the 
UC Berkeley campus, said 
he is also concerned about 
“grade inflation” on the 
campuses. 


Brown also said he was 
not upset with a report of 
the nonpartisan legislative 
analyst. A. Alan Post, who 
recommended that the 
legislature cut $164 million 
out of Brown's $12 6 billion 
state budget for the 1976-77 
fiscal vear 


“The achievement tests 
are going down, and the 
grades are going up There 


“I certainly won t com­ 
plain if the budget that 
reaches my desk is smaller 
than the one 1 submitted,” 
Brown said.

Big spending 
marks Portillo's 
election bid 


MEXICO CITY. Mexico 
(AP> — The name of Jose 
Lopez Portillo is plastered 
all over the country, on 
walls surrounding city 
slum dwellings, on com­ 
mercial buildings and even 
spelled out on giant letters 
painted on hillsides. 
Lopez Portillo is the 
presidential candidate of 
the ruling party, which has 
been in power since 1929 
and has never lost a 
presidential election. 
Despite all the lantare 
Lopez Portillo is running 
unopposed but he has been 
on a whirlwind campaign 
ever since being nominated 
by the Institutional 
Hevolutionary Party 
(PHI) last Sept. 22. He has 
visited the highlands and 
the coastal areas, meeting 
with Indians, peasant 
farmers and big land 
owners 
Lopez Portillo, formerly 
finance minister, has 
received the endorsement 
of the Popular Socialist 
Party and the Authentic 
Hevolutionary Party of 
Mexico, making him the 
official candidate of three 
of the four legal parties 
The fourth, the National 
Action Party, normally the 
major opposition party in 
previous presidential elec 
tions, has abstained for 
the tirst time in 90 years 
from nominating a candi­ 
date 
Only the Communist 
• party has nominated an op­ 
ponent, but his name will 
not be on the ballot 
because the party is not te 
gaily recognized 
He is 
Valentin Campa 72-year- 
old union leader who has 
spent a fifth of his life in 
prison 
Campa says he will open 
the campaign for the July 8 
election in February, but 
the party has little money 
to match the finances ami 
propaganda power of the 
PHI 
Many writers have 
(Tittcized the Lope/ Por­ 
tillo campaign as an un 
necessary waste of mon­ 
ey 
He frequently gives 
'dinners for thousands of 
guests and is followed con­ 
stantly by a retinue of 
politicians, reporters, 
aides and advisers, all with 
their expenses paid by the 
PHI 
Daniel Somo Villegas, a 
well known political writer 
says the campaign is 
necessary to make Lopez 
Portillo known and to gain 
the confident e necessary 
to exercise the power he 
will inherit when he sue 
ceeds President Luis 
Kcheverria at tin end of 
this year 
The Mexican president 
serves a six year term and 
cannot succeed himseit 
Hut in that term oi oft ice 
bis power is almost 
limitless 
He has the 
authority - and frequently 
wields it — to call tor the 
resignations of governors 
and mayors, his legists 
live programs are always 
passed by ( «ingress with 
lew or no«lianges, there m 
an unwritten law that new­ 
spapers and magazines do 
not attac k turn directly in 
articles or cartoons 
Sometimes tin* preside» 
tial power is compared to 
that of an old time king, 


Lopez Portillo says the 
campaign has given him 
the opport unity of meeting 
the people and to acquire 
“new eyes" for viewing 
national problems 
Based on his speeches up 
to now. it appears he is 
maintaining the same 
ideological line as left- 
leaning Kcheverria, with 
whom he has been friends 
since childhood. 
Lopez Portillo seems to 
favor alliances with 
developing nations in con­ 
frontation with the big 
powers, such as the United 
States 
Out of respect for the in­ 
cumbent. President Lopez 
Portillo has avoided 
touching on international 
relations subjects during 
his campaigning. 
However, in a talk in 
New York in 1972. he 
declared his friendship 
with the United States, but 
asked the northern 
neighbor to show more 
understanding of Mexican 
problems 
“Mexico will continue 
being a neighbor of the 
most wealthy and powerful 
nation on earth,“ he said 
“ And that, my North 
American friends, has not 
always been easy. We wish 
that it were. At times it 
has been rending. On 
others, stimulating. We 
have learned how to get 
along together 
we will 
continue being companions 
on a long trip * 
When Lopez Portillo 
takes office Dec. 1, lie will 
inherit a government 
burdened with economic 
problems. 
Inflation has eaten into 
the buying power of wage* 
earners The private sector 
has reduced investments 
The national economic 
growth was an estimated 
3 5 to 4 5 per cent in 1975, 
the lowest in a deeade 
On the other hand Mex­ 
ico recently became an oil 
exporter in an energy- 
hungry world 
It is not known exactly 
how much the country 's oil 
reserves amount to, but 
Mexico is investing large 
amounts in oil exploration 
and refining 
“ No energy is so ex 
plosive as that which is in 
short supply," Lopez Pur 
tiilo said in a recent talk 
"From here on we have to 
make a substantial effort 
to produce food and 
energy 
These are the 
great national priority ab­ 
solutes and we are achiev­ 
ing them 1

amounting to $850.58 
million. 
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Gross revenue rose eight 
per cent, to $355.3 million 
from $329 million in 1974, 
according to the company.

The Grand Jury serves 
one year, investigates coun­ 
ty government and, in a 
limited number of cases, 
considers evidence for pos 
sible indictment of per­ 
sons accused of felonies. 
A grand juror must be at 
least 18 and have resided

Shelters for West End bus rid e rs delayed 


Passengers who use the municipal bus service in the 
West End of San Bernardino County will have to go 
without transit shelters for a little while longer. 
The county's transportation director, John Shone, had 
proposed the purchase of 15 shelters to be located at bus 
transfer points or high collection areas throughout the 
county. 
But the purchase approval was delayed Monday by 
county supervisors who believe the proposed cost is too 


The director had proposed the purchase of six i by lo- 
foot shelters at $5,000 each and nine 5 by 11 foot shelters at 
$3,000 each for a total cost of $57,000 The cost also in­ 
cluded installation. 
In voting against the proposal. Supervisor Robert Town­ 
send said the proposed cost of $62 a square foot was too 
expensive.” 
While noting the shelters would be made of aluminum 
and fiberglass to reduce vandalism, supervisors asked 
Shone to determine if less expensive shelters could be ob­ 


tained He is to report back in two weeks 
In his report. Shone said these shelters would be set on 
concrete pads which are self-draining. These type of 
shelters have been used by the California Department of 
Transportation and county in two desert locations in a 
demonstration project. The results showed there was lit­ 
tle need for maintenance and repair. 
Shelters have been designated for these West End 
locations 
Alta Loma, Base Line Avenue and Camelian 


Street: Chino, Walnut and Central avenues; Montclair. 
Montclair Plaza and the Indian Hill Village; Ontario. 
Sunkist Street and Euclid Avenue and Mountain Avenue 
and Fourth Street; and Upland, San Antonio Community 
Hospital. 


Cost of these shelters is to be funded with state money 
with the cost of shelters within cities to be reimbursed 
from transit service authorities.

LOS ANGELES <AP) - Terry 
Donahue, like Dick Vermeil, is 
young, personable, and more than a 
little gung-ho about football. 
If Donahue, named UCLA's new 
football coach Wednesday, can 
emulate Vermeil in another way — 
success on the football field — the 
Bruin job may be locked up for a long 
time. 
An assistant under Vermeil the 
past two seasons, Donahue is just 31 
vears old. and. if he likes the job and 
UCLA likes him. he could be around 
for awhile 
Donahue becomes the 14th head 
coach in UCLX’s 57 years of football 
after Vermeil's announcement Sun­ 
day that he was going to coach the 
Philadelphia Eagles 
A defensive tackle for the Bruins 
in 1965-66. Donahue got a quick start 
on his coaching career, joining Pep­ 
per Rodgers' Kansas staff im­ 
mediately after leaving UCLA 
At 23. he became one of the 
youngest major college assistant 
coaches in the country And his ap­ 
pointment to the UCLA post makes 
him one of the youngest head 
coaches in major college ranks. 
Donahue inherits a UCLA team 
that was 9-2-1 last season, a cam­ 
paign capped by the Bruins 23-10 up­ 
set of top-ranked Ohio State in the 
Rose Bowl But a number of stars 
from that fourth-ranked team, in­ 
cluding All-American quarterback 
John Sciarra. are seniors 
It may be a difficult act to follow, 
but Donahue said he was happy for 
the chance after UCLA Athletic 
Director J D Morgan announced his 
selection. 
"I am of course honored and 
thrilled Mr. Morgan has given me 
the opportunity to head up the UCLA 
football program." Donahue said 
•‘UCLA is one of the great academic 
institutions in the country and its 
athletic program is second to none. 


“The opportunity of becoming 
UCLA head coach is a tremendous 
sort of motivation for me The foot­ 
ball staff at UCLA in my opinion is 
the best in the country and I'm 
thrilled that they ve generally ex 
pressed a desire to stay with me, 
Donahue continued 
“This will give the Bruins an ex­ 
cellent opportunity to maintain the 
quality level now established in our 
football program and solidify our 
recruitment for the future ” 
Donahue played high school foot­ 
ball at Notre Dame in the Los 
Angeles suburb of Sherman Oaks and 
was a member of the San Jose State 
freshman team before eventually 
transferring to UCLA. 
He played under Tommy Prothro 
at UCLA, and was a starter on the 
1966 Bruin team that upset top- 
ranked Michigan State, 14-12, in the 
Rose Bowl. 
Donahue returned to UCLA as a 
coach in 1971. when Rodgers moved 
from Kansas to coach the Bruins. 
Donahue and Jerry Long were in 
charge of the Bruins’ offensive line 
under Vermeil. 
Vermeil s announcement that he 
was leaving caught UCLA officials 
by surprise, and they indicated the 
rapid naming of a new coach was 
made necessary by the abruptness of 
Vermeil s decision 
The Bruin staff was just con­ 
cluding the recruiting season, and 
high school athletes letters of intent 
are due next Wednesday. 
So the search for a new Bruin 
coach wasn't a wide-spread one 
A UCLA official said, "Because 
Coach Vermeil resigned so abruptly, 
it was necessary for the administra­ 
tion to make an immediate decision 
to assure the effective continuation 
of the football program .” 
He believed timing had a lot to do 
with the new head coach being 
selected from the Bruin staff.

against sale of the club to 
Candían interests provoked 
lively applause in the 
courtroom. 


It all came down when 
the mayor marched 
triumphantly into court 
and said an $8 million offer 
for the club had been made 
by San Francisco finan­ 
cier Robert Lurie and Min­ 
neapolis trucking mogul 
Robert Short. 
’’Bobby Thomson still 
lives!" said the mayor, 
laughing out loud when 
asked how he felt about 
saving tbe Giants for San 
Francisco. Thomson saved 
the Giants for World Series 
competition in 1961 with a 
timely homer. 
The courtroom hosted a 
jubilant, stand ing-room- 
only crowd of about 200 
when Moacuoe, flanked by 
the two businessmen, said 
terms were agreed to in his 
City Hall office an hour 
earlier. 
Said the mayor, with a 
pardonable touch of pride . 
“ They have authorized me 
to tell tbe court they will 
pay $8 million cash for the 
rights to the Giants' 
franchise with $600.000 
down right now as a sign of 
good faith." 


“ Do you have the 
m oney?", asked Giants’ 
lawyer Richard Murray 
Moscone answered up. 
“ They tokl me they did. 
All tbe while, Luna and 
Short blood smiiing as the 
words were made part of 
the record 
City Atty. Thomas 
O'Connor caUed both men 
to tbe witness stand and 
heard them say they were 
prepared to put tbe half- 
million down ’ right today 
and pay the $7.5 million 
balance in cash upon wgn- 


responded that nothing 
would change, even “ if La- 
batt’s wasn’t in the pic­ 
ture 
About an hour later, with 
courtroom tensions high. 
Judge Benson announced 
“ At his point the court 
considers the equities to be 
overwhelming on tbe side 
of the city and the court 
will issue a preliminary 
injunction." 
The announcement acted 
as a signal for a burst of 
applause, at which the 
judge raised a mildy 
restraining hand for a wee 
bit more decorum. 


After the session. Short 
said he did not know just 
how long the offer would 
remain open, but he didn't 
think it would be logical to 
extend it much beyond 
March 1.

Tax laws permit a retirement income credit to be taken 
by those retirees who receive reduced amounts of Social 
Security or Railroad Retirement Act benefits 
K is another example of social concerns playing a part 
M tax legislation 
To be eligible for this credit, you must be either < a) 65 
or older, or tb) if younger than 65 be retired under a 
public retirement system. This is a retirement system 
that covers, city, county, state and lederal employes, 
together with such school board employes as teachers and 
administrators 
Two other conditions must be met to qualify for this 
special treatment: 
1. You must have received earned income of more than 
$600 in eac h of any 10 calendar years prior to this year. 
They need not have been consecutive. 
2. You must have retirement income. For those under 
66, retirement income for this purpose is considered to be 
only the public retirement system pension benefits you 
reported as being taxable on your return For those 65 or 
older, retirement income includes pensions, annuities, 
gross rents and taxable dividends (after the exclusion). 
The credit is 15 per cent The maximum amount that 
could be subject to die credit is $1,524 on a separate 
return, or $2,286 on the jomt return of a married couple, 
each of whom is 65 or older. 
A widow, or widower, who had no prior income is not 
disqualified from the credit If the deceased spouse 
qualified under the prior earned income test, the survivor 
hi eligible.

drunk. I’m sure he can't be 
tight when he leaves his of­ 
fice, but by the time he has 
a drink at dosing time, then 
drinks with his buddies on 
the train while they play 
cards in the bar car, when 
he reaches my table and 
my bed, he isn't good for 
much. 
Naturally, as a father, 
he's a mess. The children's 
noise bothers him more 
than it would if he hadn't 
been drinking 
When I 
mention this to him, he 
flies into a rage and tells 
me that if I had to com­ 
mute five days a week. I ’d 
be just as impatient as he 
is. He swears he's not an 
alcoholic and that he'd 
never be drug-dependent 
At this point, I don't care, 
but I know I don’t want to 
go on living this way *~ 
E D 
Dear E.D .: Your hus­ 
band m ay not be an 
alcoholic, but it would ap­ 
pear that he’s certainly 
dependent. If he insists 
that he isn’t, suggest that 
he substitute coffee or a 
soft drink on his home- 
• ward trips If he has no 
alcohol dependency, this 
should present little or no 
trouble to him. 
When you suggest this, 
explain that if he changed 
beverages, it would make 
your fam ily life much 
easier and more pleasant 
Now, the chances are that 
he won’t be able to stick 
with this new regime for 
long, but it may help him 
realize just how drug- 
dependent he is. 
Like most alcoholics he's 
using alcohol to cope with 


stress, but there are many 
other ways to handle and 
overcome stress. It would 
be well to help him explore 
alternatives'; 
A Swedish-Am erican 
study of commuter stress 
revealed that how much 
stress a person suffers can 
be controlled by when he 
boards the train. Dr. 
Jerome Singer, professor 
of sociology and psychiatry 
at the State University of 
New York. Stony Brook, 
found that those who got on 
near the beginning of the 
train line showed less 
stress than those who 
boarded nearer the end of 
the line 
The reason for 
this, he feels, is that those 
who boarded earlier were 
more relaxed because they 
had some choice, some 
control over where they 
would sit and with whom 
they would sit. Those who 
got on later had to take 
what was available. 
Dr 
M arianne Fran- 
kenhauser, head of the 
experim ental psychol­ 
ogy unit in Sweden dis­ 
covered also that much of 
the strain and tension 
arose when people had lit­ 
tle choice of where to sit 
Your husband might try to 
board the train earlier and 
to break his pattern of jogi 
ing his drinking friends in 
the bar car In other words, 
he may think the bar car 
gives him a choice, but if 
he's only doing th is 
because he’s done it 
before, because his friends 
expect it. it’s probably 
done more out of habit than 
choice. You might help 
him to alter his pattern by 
providing some interesting 
reading material that he 
might enjoy en route. 
There is another alter­ 
native that might be well 
worth consideration, and 


that is moving nearer to 
his place of work 
Most 
cities have much to offer, 
and often parents who have 
moved to the country have 
discovered 
that 
their 
children gained more 
culturally and educational­ 
ly from the advantages 
that can be found only in 
urban areas Perhaps the 
most important factor is 
that your children would be 
able to have more of their 
father’s time and energy 
It takes a great deal to out­ 
weigh the enormous advan­ 
tage that a close relation 
ship between father and 
children offers. 
If your husband has 
doubts or questions about 
how important alcohol is in 
his life, you might suggest 
that he try drinking no 
more than three moderate 
sized drinks per day for a 
period of six months If he 
has no trouble remaining 
on this schedule, the 
chances are he's not 
alcoholic

Washington 
arrived in New York on 
April 13. 1776. with an 
honorary LLD degree from 
Harvard, a eopy of Chip­ 
pendale's “ The Gentle­ 
men’s and Cabinet Mak­ 
er's Directory.” and no 
illusions 
By August, he 
had 23.000 men under his 
command, the most he 
would ever have 
But New York was a 
trap 
As the British armada 
rode at anchor in lower 
Bay. hundreds of New 
Yorkers had trudged in the 
dust up Broadway toward 
King s Bridge, the only 
crossing to the mainland 
If outflanked by Lord 
Howe's 10 ships of the line 
and 20 frigates on the East 
and Hudson R iv e rs . 
Washington would have to 
try to evacuate his untried 
and untrained army over 
the same bridge used by 
the departing civilians. 


Gen 
Henry Knox had 
assembled some cannon 
behind earthen mounds at 
the lip of Manhattan and 
ever on the Brooklyn 
shore, and had trained 
them on the two river 
entrances where hulks had 
been sunk to block the way. 
But on July 12, Lord Howe 
had sent frigates Rose and 
Phoenix up the Hudson 
past the defenses as a 
gesture of contempt Yet 
Washington stayed on not 
for military reasons but 


because the loss of the 
Tory town could be a mor­ 
tal setback to colonial un­ 
ity. 
While he was an am­ 
bitious man, George 
Washington had not chosen 
to be there John Adams 
had picked him. believing a 
Virginian in command of 
the army at Boston would 
make the war seem less a 
New England affair.

Story of American slavery: 
from a property to a person

She rode the tide in from 
the warm sea that day in 
late August, a Dutch flag 
sagging at the rounded 
stern To the settlers gaz­ 
ing from the mainland in 
Jamestown, she was a 
frightening ship of great

She traded and left, leav­ 
ing behind a strange cargo 
—■ 20 black slaves 
It w as 1619 in the 
Virginia colony It was not 
the first time black men 
had set foot in America as 
slaves. But this ship 
marked the start of the 
slave trade on a large 
scale, and the 20 blacks 
came ashore chained 
together, ankle to ankle, 
wrist to wrist. 
Thousands and thousands 
more would cross the sea 
in chains for neariy two 
centuries, until importa­ 
tion of new slaves was 
prohibited by Congress as

of Jan 1. 1808 Their ex­ 
periences were similar to 
those of Olaudah Gquiano, 
who was captured in Africa 


in the 1780s at the age of 11. 
“The first object which 
saluted my eyes when 1 
arrived on the coast was 
the sea and a slave ship, 


which was then riding 
anchor and waiting for its 
cargo,” Equiano wrote in 
1789 
“I found some black peo­ 


ple about m e, who I 
believed were some of 
those who had brought me 
on board, and had been re­ 
ceiving their pay. I asked 
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them if I were not to be 
eaten by those white men 
with horrible looks, red 
faces and loose hair. They 
told me I was not...” 
Those who made the 
“middle passage,” as the 
voyage from Africa to 
America was called, came 
from many different tribes 
and were people of at least 
four different races — 
N egritians, F ellatah s, 
Bantus, Gallas. 
They also came from 
highly organized societies 
in which economic activity 
flourished and education 
played a major role. The 
African cultures were 
complex, having developed 
centuries ago during the 
empire-kingdoms of Gha­ 
na, Melle and Songhay. 
At the University of 
Sankore in Songhay. near 
the River Niger, for exam­ 
ple, students studied law, 
literature, geography and 
surgery in the 15th centu­ 
ry. Iron was used by 
Africans before Europeans 
used it. 
The family was impor­ 
tant in these early African 
civilizations and the dis­ 
tress was doubled when 
children were taken from 
their mother's side and 
wife and husband were 
separated and sold to dif- 
. ferent slavers. 
A fricans w ere fir st 
brought to the Western 
Hemisphere by the Por­ 
tuguese in 1442. There 
were black slaves 100 
years later in what later 
became Virginia, but they 
r e b e lle d a g a in st the 
Spaniards who kept them. 
By 1619 rebellion wasn't 
so easy. A labor shortage 
had 
d e v e lo p e d 
in 
Jamestown because not 
enough Englishmen had 
come to the colony as in­ 
dentured servants and the 
Indians had 
r esisted 
enslavement 
The first blacks in the 
colony were made inden­ 
tured servants, which 
meant each man served a 
sp ecific period of in- 
dentureship and then was 
free to become a land­ 
owner. This lasted only 
briefly. 
A slave system soon 
evolved based on race and 
race hatred 
Other colonies, seeking 
wealth based on slavery, 
joined in and the slave 
trade began to boom. 
Under the two big British- 
controlled 
slave trade 
companies, Adventurers of 
London and the East India 
Company, importation of 
Africans rose to seven 
million in the 18th centu­ 
ry 
A third of the Africans 
died on the grueling trek 
through jungle and desert 
from their villages to the 
west African coast where 
they were thrown into pens 
to await slave ships 
A 
third more died on board 


the slave ships. Many of 
them committed suicide. 
“The closeness of the 
place, and the heat of the 
clim ate, added to the 
number in the ship, which 
was so crowded that each 
had scarcely room to turn 
himself, almost suffocated 
us," 
recalled Olaudah 
Equiano, who was sold 
first to a Virginia planter, 
then to a British naval of­ 
ficer and then to a Phila­ 
delphia merchant from 
whom he purchased his 
freedom. 
When the Am erican 
Revolution came, carrying 
with it the humanitarian 
philosophies of Locke, 
Hume and R ousseau, 
Thomas Jefferson argued 
for the abandonment of the 
slave trade 
In his first draft ot 
th e 
D e c la r a tio n 
of 
Independence, Jefferson 
charged that King George 
of England had “deter­ 
mined to keep open a 
market where men should 
be bought and sold. He has 
(suppressed) 
... every 
leg isla tiv e attem pt to 
prohibit or to restrain this 
execrable commerce .” 
The 
p a s s a g e 
w as 
stricken from the final 
document by those who 
chose to keep slavery. 
But black slaves fought 
in the Revolution despite 
their servitude 
In the “ Boston Mas­ 
sacre” of 1770, the first 
man killed by the British 
was Cnspus Attucks, a run­ 
away slave. 
It wasn't until the British 
began promising the slaves 
freedom if they joined the 
other side that the colonies 
slowly granted freedom to 
some slaves. 
F ollow in g 
the war, 
blacks were re-enslaved 
A ntislavery 
so cieties, 
which had sprung up after 
the French and Indian War 
in 1763, became even more 
widespread by the time the 
Constitutional Convention 
met in 1787. 
There, representatives 
from what would become 
the United States sealed 
th e 
f a t e 
of 
black 
Americans, 
Argum ents from the 
South seemed to sway the 
convention. 
The delegates chose to 
write in Article I, Section 2 
of th e C o n stitu tio n : 
"R epresentatives 
and 
direct taxes shall be appor­ 
tioned among the several 
states which may be in­ 
cluded within this Union, 
according to their respec 
tive numbers, which shall 
be determined by adding to 
the whole number of free 
persons, 
including 
those 
bound to service for a term 
of years and excluding In­ 
dians not taxed, three 
fifths of all other per­ 
sons ” 
And a black became 
three-fifths of a person 


New England patriots took 
a dim view of the smuggling 
earned on by the officers and 
crew of the B ritish ship 
Gaspee Farm ers complained 
that men from the ship raided 
their stock and cut down fruit 
and walnut trees for firewood 
Royal Navy authorities ig­ 
nored the protests but im­ 
p a t i e n t 
m e r c h a n t s 
in 
Providence took action in 
June. 1772. Learning one night 
of the G asp e e's running 
aground off nearby Warwick, 
a number of men in small 
boats rowed out to the ship 
and burned it, The World 
Almanac recalls. 


Pnvateer comes from the 
phrase “private man-of-war" 
A privateer was a privately- 
owned, armed vessel com­ 
missioned by a government 
under a letter of marque to 
carry on operations of war 
Privateering s incentive of 
captured loot had more appeal 
tor colonists during the 
Revolution than service in the 
regular navy.

To a caller at the White House 


BOSTON (AP) - George 
Homans sipped his mar­ 
tini. then shattered the 
calm of the Tavern Club 
dining room with a loud

Bicentennial 
His cousin. Thomas 
Boylston Adams, had just 
introduced a luncheon 
guest. 


“ George, this gentleman 
is interested in Adams 
descendants “ 
“ Oh. Jesu s Christ,” 
roared Homans “ I'm so 
sick of the Adamses. 
Thank God, I don't have 
the name ” 
Nevertheless, he and 
cousin Tom are members 
of a family that includes 
the second and sixth presi­ 
dents of the United States, 
a handful of ambassadors 
and cabinet members, in­ 
dustrialists and historians; 
a family that played a key 
role in founding the 
Republic and has served it 
prominently in the genera­ 
tions since 
The cousins sat side by 
side at the long luncheon 
table. Both are in their 60s 
and their large, square, 
bald heads hear the re­ 
markable resemblance to 
John Adams and John 
Quincy Adams that has 
presisted for generations 
Two other Adamses, also 
in their 60s. are corporate 
executives in the Boston 
area. Their offspring and 
those of Tom Adams and 
George Homans, about a 
dozen young people in ad, 
are following familiar 


family paths into business, 
the academic world and 
the arts. 
For all their achieve­ 
ments. the Adamses have 
inspired no homey legends 
American school children 
hear no stories about an 
Adams chopping down a 
cherry tree or reading by 
firelight in a frontier log 
cabin 
instead, they might read 
Historian Samuel Elliot 
Morison's description of 
John Quincy Adams as “ a 
lonely, inarticulate person 
... Even in his own New 
England, Adams was 
respected rather than 
loved.” 
But. at last. Americans 
are about to get another 
view of tins remarkable 
family through a 13-part 
series which started last 
month Jan. 20 on public 
television. 
"Now. Tom. what's the 
status of the damned TV 
show9” H of nans asked his 
cousin “ That's what's go­ 
ing to make trouble.“ 
Tom Adams turned to 
Lym an 
B u t t e r f i e l d , 
historian and. until his re­ 
cent retirement, editor and 
curator of the Adams Pa­ 
pers. the massive collec­ 
tion of diaries and letters 
written and saved by 
various members of the 
family, starting with John 
Adams 
Written down in those 
papers are the daily ac­ 
tivities and impressions of 
a family that helped the 
United States develop from 
wilderness settlements 
into a powerful industrial 
nation. Starting with a 


deed dated April 10, 1639, 
for land in Quincy’. Mass., 
and naming through 1809, 
the papers fill 27,464 feet of 
microfilm 
And that does not include 
the contributions of later 
generations. 
Before he became vice 
president under George 
Washington and president 
in 1797, John Adams had 
served in the Continental 
Congress and as a mem­ 
ber of the diplomatic mis­ 
sion that obtained Euro­ 
pean recognition of the 
new nation 
His son. John Quincy 
Adams, held a number of 
diplomatic posts, and was 
f i r s t United S t a t e s 
minister to Russia before 
he became sixth President 
of the United States in 1825 
After he left the White 
House he was elected to 
Congress, where, for the 
next 18 years he was a 
powerful opponent of the 
pro-slavery forces. He col­ 
lapsed and died on the 
House floor on Feb. 23, 
1848 
Their diaries and letters 
soften an austere public 
image of the Adamses 
For example, the only 
entry in John Adams' diary 
for Saturday, June 5, 1756, 
was; “ Dreamed away the 
whole afternoon. " 
And 16-year-old John 
Quincy Adams wrote to his 
father that be was “ a Poes’ 
figure at composition” and 
preferred “ to receive let­ 
ters very well much better 
than I love to write them. " 
Nonetheless, his diaries 
alone when published, are 
expect«! to fill more than 


20 volumes. 
The Bicentennial may 
make some Adamses fear 
for their privacy, but it is 
nothing compared with 
how the family viewed the 
possibility the public might 
one day have access to all 
those diaries and letters 
Butterfield recalled that 
when he first approached 
Henry Adams II, who con­ 
trolled the papers from 
1927 to his death in 1961, 
“ he didn’t answer my let­ 
ter.” 
Homans, a professor of 
sociology’ at Harvard, said 
he always advocated 
publication of the papers. 
“ But I remember in the 
cousin Harry era.” said 
Homans, “ I would say why 
don't you publish all this 
damned stuff, cousin 
Harry9 And he always im­ 
plied there were some 
terrible scandals and. in­ 
deed, there were, though 
not the kind of scandals 
that I thought we need 
worry’ about nowadays.” 
“ They were just worried 
about what they didn't 
know,” said Butterfield 
“ It's impossible to imagine 
that any scandal that did 
occur, or could have oc­ 
curred. could tarnish, 
could degrade the memory 
of John Adams and John 
Quincy Adams “ 
The family had its 
embarrassments. 
There 
was John Quincy Adams 
eldest son. who apparently 
was unable to cope with be­ 
ing the son and grandson of 
presidents. He vanished 
one night from a ship on 
Long Island Sound, a 
probable suicide

Will Indians 
celebrate the 
Bicentennial?

American Indians are 
divided over whether to ig­ 
nore the nation's 200th 
birthday, oppose celebra­ 
tions, or use the Bicen­ 
tennial to help preserve 
what’s left of their own 
culture. 
Of those tribes choosing 
to participate, some are 
planning such obvious 
tourist come-ons as singing 
and dancing. Many others, 
however, are planning 
events they hope will en­ 
dure beyond 1076. 
“ Indians are on the 
verge of losing their 
history and their culture,” 
says Wayne Chattin, a 
Blackfoot. “If we can use 
the Bicentennial to get peo­ 
ple to help us save it, all 
America is richer.” 
Chattin is urging tribes 
to observe the Bicenten­ 
nial. He notes that state 
com m issions have set 
aside more than 62 million 
for about 100 Indian 
projects. 
Those boycotting the 
Bicentennial are caustic 
about their reasons 
Who would want to 
participate in the 200th 
year of the rip-off of our 
country?” asks Grace 
Thorpe, a law student and 
legislative aide to a sena­ 
tor. 
“ If the government 
would say, ‘okay, we 11 
honor all your old treaties 
on water ami fishing rights 
and we’ll give back land 
that was stolen,’ that 
would give the Indians 
something to celebrate,” 
said Miss Thorpe, the 
daughter of Jim Thorpe, 
the famous Indian athlete 
She is from the Sac and 
Fox tribe of Oklahoma. 
Chattin is helping tribes 
obtain private and public 
funds for such Bicentennial 
observances as a con­ 
ference on Indian aging to 
determine why the average 
Indian lives to only 45 and a 
national Indian rodeo He 
says the rodeo, bringing to­ 
gether the champions of 90 
to 40 reservation rodeos, 
would be the main Indian 
festival for 1976 
The Bureau of Indian Af­ 
fairs takes no official posi­ 
tion whether the estimated

should participate in the 
Bicentennial. 
Last year, the BIA fur­ 
nished 6300,000 directly to 
the tribes to support their 
own varied festivals. This 
year, Clydia Nahwoosky, a 
Cherokee, is helping the 
BIA put together some na­ 
tionally oriented Bicenten­ 
nial projects for 6300,000, 
Ms. Nahwoosky, who 
prefers that designation, 
now hopes the BIA can un­ 
derwrite at least three 
programs: a traveling ex­ 
hibition of some of the 
valuable Indian painting 
and sculpture now on dis­ 
play in Washington, a 
series of readings from In­ 
dian literature, and a 
series of videotapes of 
tribal activities 
“Some tribes might want 
to tape their economic 
development projects or 
their 
attitu d es 
on 
development,” she said. 
“Others might want to 
tape data on Indian 
medicines. The Crows 
might want to film their 
annual celebration with 
more than 300 teepees and 
hundreds of horses and 
people of all ages. " 
Many Indians say, 
however, that dozens of the 
major tribes are too busy 
protecting their land, 
water and mineral rights 
in court cases to get 
worked up about the 
Bicentennial — except 
negatively. 
Mike Chosa, an Ojibway 
from Wisconsin, satd urban 
Indians from his area 
h a v e n ’t 
patronized 
Bicentennial 
activities 
such as the Freedom Train 
because it is “a corporate 
showcase and we don t 
have any corporate ties.” 
Stewart Jamison, a 
Seneca who d ir ects 
economic development for 
the National Congress of 
American Indians, said the 
threat to Indians 
water 
rights will grow with the 
new emphasis on ex­ 
cavating Western coal 
“ Water Is needed to 
develop 
these 
coal 
resources and our water is 
being illegally siphoned off 
or polluted with industrial 
waste,” Jamison said 
Around the country, 
there are more than 150 
land rights cases stiil being 
considered by the Indian 
Claims Commission, 18 
years after the cutoff date 
ior filing grievances. 
William Veeder, a non- 
Indian who is an expert on 
Indian water rights, said 
there are at least 10 major 
cases pending which will 
set precedents affecting 
virtually every tribe, 
perhaps during the 
Bicentennial year

The warmup is over. All 
systems are “go” in the 
celebration of our coun­ 
try's Bicentennial 
The many second-gener- 
ation-in-America seniors 
among us will base our 
welcome to our country's 
200th birthday on our un­ 
ique experience as Ameri­ 
cans. We owe a special 
debt to our country. It was 
not our fath ers who 
“brought forth the new na­ 
tion. conceived in liberty 
and dedicated to the prop­ 
osition that all men are 
created equal.” 
What our fathers and 
mothers did was to accept 
on faith that ever-so-heart­ 
ening concept. They fol­ 
lowed that dream of free­ 
dom and equality across 
the oceans 
Only the most courag­ 
eous came here. They es­ 
caped from the tyrannies 
of the old regimes. They 
left the hunger and misery 
of old countries. They 
dared to seek a new life in 
a new land 
Brave men, 
brave women, facing the 
unknown with fortitude and 
hope. 
We, their sons and 
daughters, now grown and 
aging, have childhood 
memories of their strug­ 
gles here. It wasn't easy 
Nothing was easy. The lan­ 
guage was new. The cus­ 
toms were different. The 
aura of a new life was 
strange. It had to be iearn- 


ed. absorbed, accepted 
Most of us can look back 
with pleasure at some of 
the high points of our child­ 
hood. There was the great 
day when papa came home 
with a paper and said 
proudly, “I am a citizen, 
an American citizen ” We 
didn't really understand it. 
But from the light in 
papa’s eye and the glow on 
mama’s face, we knew 
that an important event 
had taken place 
We can remember, too, 
when papa cast his first 
vote He took us with him 
to see him exercise his 
power as an American. He 
strode into the polling 
place while we waited, 
chilled in the thin Novem­ 
ber sun: He came out and 
told us, “This you should 
remember. Your father 
helped pick out who should 
be our President of our 
United States of Amer­ 
ica.” 
We didn't understand 
that, either.

In some 
way this had more to do 
with “I pledge allegiance 
to the flag” than papa’s 
voting As we grew older, 
we, too, roasted spuds in 
the fires we made. But by 
then we knew about Mc­ 
Kinley and Taft and Bryan 
and the history of our coun­ 
try in growth. 


For us second-genera­ 
tion Americans now in our 
80s or older, therefore, the 
nation's Bicentennial has 
personal meaning for our 
own day, our own time, our 
own lives. 


As for the past, we think 
of the courage and daring 
of the pioneers We relive 
the excitement of our his­ 
tory books and the heroes 
who fired the “shot heard 
round the world.” We 
cheer the defeat of Bur 
govne, the exploits of John 
Paul Jones, the daring of 
Ethan Allen, Depending on 
our background and the 
breadth of our historical 
education, we speak with 
pride of the courageous 
black, Crispus Attucks, 
who fought on Boston Com­ 
mon, the Jew, Chaim Solo­ 
mon, who helped finance 
our country's revolution. 


On their own level, our 
parents, also were intrep­ 
id and courageous and spir­ 
ited They dared to leave 
the known and face the un­ 
known. They carried for­ 
ward what the pioneers 
conceived and made into 
reality. 


The wonder of it is that 
our parents were able so 
quickly to perceive the 
greatness, the glory of our 
country and its institu­ 
tions. Each of us sucked in 
that perception at our 
mother's breast. That, for 
all our lives, gave us the 


strength to honor our coun­ 
try as we honor our fath­ 
ers, to love our fathers, to 
love our country as we love 
our mothers. 
Truly, our generation, 
now among America s sen­ 
ior citizens, have much for 
which to be thankful as 
Americans We have tried 
to express our gratitude by 
the way we have worked 
through our lives. It has 
been our role to change our 
country from an agrarian 
nation to the world's great­ 
est industrial power. It has 
been our charter through 
war and Depression and 
struggle to make us the 
richest nation in the world 
It has been our task to br­ 
ing these United States to 
the highest levels in the 
arts and in the sciences. It 
is our generation, ours, 
that has made our country 
great. 
For us, therefore, the Bi­ 
centennial celebrates more 
than the brilliance of the 
prescient framers of our 
Constitution. It honors 
more than past heroes 
There have been heroes 
among us for all these 200 
years. 
It helps us to remember 
that when our country was 
born the tradition of de­ 
fiance led to revolution. 
We, who are now seniors, 
were also revolutionaries 
in our own day.

To this day, we carry on 
in defiance with determin­ 
ation. We will not meekly 
accept a position as sec­ 
ond-class citizens For in 
this country, there can be 
no second-class citizens. 
We make ourselves heard 
in statehouses and in the 
Halls of Congress. We 
raise our voices defying all 
who slight us, or put us 


down, or demean us in any 
way. 
We rejoice in our coun­ 
try’s 200th birthday. For us 
as seniors, the Bicenten­ 
nial is a rededication to the 
American ideal and to the 
cause of our own age group 
in struggle. The slogan of 
the Carolinians in colonial 
days is still our motto: 
“Don't tread on me.” 


The Americanization of English 


Our language was so dif­ 
ferent from the mother 
tongue that Englishmen 
recommended dictionar­ 
ies of “Americanisms,” 
that best exemplified our 
new “American” revolu­ 
tionary attitudes. Noah 
Webster issued a linguis­ 
tic declaration of indepen­ 
dence when he wrote: 
“ Several circumstances 
render a future separation 
of the American tongue 
from English necessary 
and unavoidable . . , Num­ 
erous local causes such as 
a new country, new asso­ 
ciations and some inter­ 
course with tribes wholly 
unknown in Europe will in­ 
troduce new words into the 
American tongue. 
“These causes will pro­ 
duce, in a course of time, a 
language in North Amer­ 
ica as different from the 
future language of Eng 
land as the modern Dutch, 
Danish and Swedish , . . 
We have therefore the fair­ 
est opportunity of estab­ 
lishing a national lan 
guage and of giving it uni­ 
formity and perspicuity in 


North America that ever 
presented itself to man­ 
kind ”

The plain people stoutly 
gave their hearts and devii- 
tshly inventive tongues to 
W ebster's schem e for 
emancipating the Ameri­ 
can language The period 
from the gathering of the 
Revolution to the turn of 
the century was one of im­ 
mense activity in the con 
coction and launching of 
new Americanisms: more 
words and phrases of nat­ 
ive invention came into the 
language then than at any 
time between the landing 
at Plymouth and the IH48 
discovery of gold in Calif 
orma 
The colonies bore a ver 
bid culture where “iuren 
sic disputations ' raged in 
meeting, church and tav­ 
ern, where every colonial 
college stressed rhetoric in 


its currcuium; nurtured in 
conditions of life favored 
curiosity over convention. 
American iconoclasts and 
innovators forged a new 
language struck full of odd 
epithets like tou. 
and 
fivebled.” and lastly, add­ 
ed spice with impia-Jiible 
adjectives like “imked- 
ed” and “homicidious.** 
Their inventive language 
paralleled their experi­ 
ments m politics. 
Great Britain stood ag­ 
hast at this “barborous 
English 
Yet it was the 
democratic spirit which 
framed the words that 
drew the old world s great­ 
est censure Scandalized, 
the Edinburgh Review 
found that Americans 
made it "a point of eons 
ience lo have no aritso- 
eratical distinctions — 
even in their vocabulary.“ 
They think "one word as 
good as another, provided 
its meaning be us clear ” 
Oftentimes the press 
would single out a lone reb­ 
el linguist to pillory. 
Among Thomas Jeffer­ 


son’s signal achievements 
was the invention of the 
verb “belittle.” According 
to the European Magazine 
and London Review, it was 
an upstart in discretion 
every bit as repugnant as 
his Declaration of Inde­ 
pendent's 


“ Belittle,” the maga­ 
zine roared. “What an ex­ 
pression! It may be an ele­ 
gant one in Virginia, and 
even perfectly intellig­ 
ible but for our part, all 
we can do is to guess at its 
meaning For shame, Mr 
Jefferson! Why, after 
trampling upon the honor 
of our country and ropre- 
senung it as little better 
than a land of barbarism — 
why. we say, perpetually 
trample also upon the very 
grammar of our language 
. , , Freely, good sir. will 
we forgive all your at­ 
tacks impotent as they are 
liieberal. upon our nation­ 
al character; but for the 
future — O spare we be 
set*« h you. our motht*r ton­ 
gue'” 


Soon English reviews be 


gan belaboring and “belit­ 
tling ‘ everything on this 
side of the Atlantic. This 


of course, just raised the 
feisty and stubborn nation­ 
al conceit of Americans
